Senior planning officer opposes more housing for Bloxham 

VILLAGE 'FULL' 
SAYS PLANNER 


CHERWELL'S most senior planning 
officer has joined Bloxham residents in 
opposing 160 homes for the village. 

Adrian Colwell said Bloxham had taken 
enough new homes and plans for 75 and 85 
houses should tonight be refused. 

It comes after a "Keep Bloxham Rural" 
campaign against the plans, with fears over 
traffic, services, flooding and impact on 
schools. 

They are fighting Gladman 

Developments' plans for 75 homes in 
Barford Road and Mintondale 

Developments' bid for 85 in Milton Road. 

But developers have said the projects are 
vital to provide much-needed housing. 
There are 110 people on the council's wait¬ 
ing list for Bloxham. 

Mr Colwell, head of strategic planning 
and the economy at Cherwell District 
Council, said Bloxham "has experienced a 
comparatively high level of development in 
recent years". 

He said 224 homes had been built since 
2001 and permission exists for 12 more, 10 
above its requirement in council housing 
plans. He said: "I am concerned that the

development of a significant number of 
additional houses at this time would result in 
Bloxham disproportionately contributing." 

The council's planning committee will 
meet at the council's Bodicote offices to 
decide on both plans. 

Planning officers recommend members 
reject the "harmful" Milton Road plan, but 
approve the other as it does not show "sig¬ 
nificant" harm. 

Some 140 letters, plus Bloxham Parish 
Council, oppose the Milton Road plan - to 
include 30 affordable units. 

The parish warned: "This opportunist, 
speculative development, if approved will 
destroy the current fragile infrastructure of 
Bloxham." 

A 138-signature petition and 220 letters 
oppose the Barford Road plan - to include 
26 affordable home. 

More homes would see the already full 
Bloxham Primary School turn children away, 
it warned. School leaders said developers 
would have to pay to expand schools if per¬ 
mission was given. 


Thames Water said current drainage systems 
could not cope with both, and said improve¬ 
ments would be needed. The village suffered 
flooding during the recent heavy rain. 

Painters Close resident Gill Battle, 64, said: 
"We have had problems with flooding - it is 
ludicrous to be building that number of hous¬ 
es." 

Maule Close resident Peter Curtis, 65, said: 
"We have been allocated our quota." 

The committee will meet at 2pm. The public 
can attend.

Ambulance crew backed over badger 'rescue' 


FOLLOWING an investigation, 
ambulance chiefs have stood by 
a decision by paramedics to 
pick up a dying badger and 
take it to a vet. 

South Central Ambulance 
Service said the crew's decision 
was "humane" and did not 
divert them from emergency 
duties. 


Spokesman James Keating- 
Wilkes said: "An ambulance 
crew returning from hospital to 
base encountered what they 
believed to be a dead badger in 
the road in Banbury and, 
believing that this posed a 
danger to other road users., 
stopped to move it to the side 
of the road. 


"On approaching the animal 
the crew noticed that the 
badger was alive and in 
considerable distress. 

"They contacted a local vet 
who asked them to bring the 
badger in to a veterinary 
practice approximately half-a- 
mile from the scene, which 
they did." 


It is understood the badger 
was taken to West Bar 
Veterinary Hospital where it 
was put to sleep. 

He said: "At no point was 
patient safety compromised. 

"Our internal investigation 
has now been completed and 
we are satisfied that the crew 
was acting in the best humane 


interests of the animal." 

Ex-GP Dr Peter Skolar, 
chairman of the Oxfordshire 
joint health overview and 
scrutiny committee, backed 
their actions. 

He said: "As long as they 
didn't put anyone else's life at 
risk then I think they deserve a 
medal."

518 jobs were secured at 
Benhamgoodheadprint (BGP) after 
parent company the Goodhead 
Group was bought out of adminis¬ 
tration for an undisclosed sum by 
rival firm the Polestar Group. 

The firm has two local sites, BGP 
in Bicester and Stones the Printers 
in Banbury. 

The Banbury Cake understand 
workers were not paid last week, 
but the money went into their 
accounts last Friday once the new 
owners were in place. 

The deal was a "pre-pack" 
administration which means the 
business was immediately bought 
by an agreed buyer once adminis¬ 
trators had stepped in. 

It is understood that while the 
Goodhead business has transferred 
to Polestar, the company pension 
scheme will almost certainly be 
passed to the Government-backed 
Pension Protection Fund. 

The company - 
founded in 1973 
under the name 
Goodhead Press - has 
made losses of £70m 
over the past five 
years, triggered by the 
loss of its contract to 
print the BT Phone 
Book in 2006. 

At one point the 
company, which will 
now be known as 
Polestar, was making 
yearly losses of £18m, 
although last year that 
loss was reduced to 
£3.5m.

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One worker, who declined to be 
named, said: "It was a nightmare 
company to work for. 

"I hope the management is going 
to be better now. 

"We have got to give them the 
benefit of the doubt.

In January this year, Goodhead, 
owned by Sir John Madejski, asked 
all its staff to take a pay cut of up to 
20 per cent in a bid to save £2m. 

Barry Hibbert, the chief execu¬ 
tive of Polestar, said: "We are 
delighted to add the firepower and 
product capability of BGP and 
Stones to the Polestar portfolio 
which will strengthen and extend 
our client service offering substan¬ 
tially. 

"BGP and Stones are superbly 
equipped facilities with dedicated 
and highly-skilled employees and, 
whilst some changes will be 
inevitable, it is our intention to 
continue with the businesses in 
their current form." 

Mr Hibbert added: "We are con¬ 
fident the integration of these oper¬ 
ations into the Polestar Group will 
be a positive move for customers, 
employees and suppliers of the 
business." 

Allan Graham, joint administra¬ 
tor and restructuring partner at 
administrators KPMG, said: "The 
printing sector has suffered 
extremely difficult trading condi¬ 
tions over the last few years, but we 
are pleased that we have been able 
to rescue the business and over 500 
jobs with today's sale to Polestar." 


Tour de Trigs proves tricky

WHILE some teams found their way to the 
finishing line in the tough Tour de Trigs 
Challenge, others faltered. 

In teams of three on Saturday^ 23 hikers 
attempted either to walk 50km overnight in 
24 hours, or the junior 30km route in half 
that time. 

Out of 41 teams, just 13 adult teams and 
three of the five junior teams finished the 
course through North Oxfordshire, South 
Warwickshire and South 
Northamptonshire. 

This year's adult winners were the Trail 
Blazers from Banbury and Coventry, a 
mixed male and female team who walked 
50km in 16.4 hours. 

Hikers from as far afield as Berlin arrived 
for the start at The Warriner School, in 
Bloxham, on Saturday morning. 

They were told the checkpoints they 
needed to reach along their chosen route 
and given a map. 

Harry Monk 16, was on the winning 
junior team The Three Monkeez, with two 
other pupils from the Blessed George 
Napier School in Banbury. 

He said: "We are really pleased. It was 
our first time so we did not expect to win." 

The team got off to a bad start, missing 


the second checkpoint, which meant they 
had to walk an extra five miles to sign in. 

In the end they still finished in 12 hours 
58 minutes, just five minutes ahead of the 
fastest mixed junior team. 

Ellie Boot, 15, an Explorer Scout from 
Solihull, signed her team up when a rival 
team of Explorer Scouts suggested they 
couldn't rise to the challenge. 

Her team got lost looking for the second 
checkpoint. 

She said: "I don't know what went 
wrong. It was a bit upsetting because we 
were doing really well, and we were 
beating our rival team." 

When they realised they were lost, they 
found a hut and reorientated themselves, 
but by the time they made it to the second 
checkpoint they were timed out. 

Ellie said: "We still had fun and we will 
definitely do it again next year." 

The Tour de Trigs has been running for 47 
years. 

Organiser Ron Sangster said: "Teams 
dropped out for different reasons: either 
they had not trained enough or the 
conditions were tougher than they thought. 

"It was very cold this year."

Train staff balloted over industrial action 


WORKERS on Crosscountry Trains 
are to be balloted over strike action 
after union leaders said there had 
been a "comprehensive breakdown" 
in industrial relations. 

Train managers, conductors and 
on-board catering staff at the 
operator which links Oxford and 
Banbury with the South Coast, 


Midlands and the North of England, 
will vote in the next few weeks on 
whether to launch a campaign of 
industrial action. 

The Rail Maritime and Transport 
union said there were a number of 
issues involved in the dispute, 
including rosters, training, pay, and 
the dismissal of a union rep. 


General secretary Bob Crow said: 
"As a result of the total collapse of 
industrial relations across a whole 
raft of matters, RMT has now 
informed Crosscountry that a dispute 
now exists between our two 
organisations and that we will 
remain in dispute until all these 
issues are resolved." 


Crosscountry spokesman Richard 
Gibson said: "We are aware the RMT 
union are balloting their members at 
Crosscountry. 

"We are continuing to discuss the 
matters they have raised on behalf of 
their members and are hopeful their 
concerns can be resolved." 

The ballot will close on Tuesday.

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A 64-YEAR-OLD man who pointed a replica gun at 
his building society manager as a "joke" has avoid¬ 
ed prison. 

Christopher Wardell, of Main Street, Burdrop, admitted 
possessing an imitation firearm in a 
public place at Oxford Crown Court on 
November 28. 

Wardell brandished the pistol during 
a meeting with account manager 
Leanne Dalby at Nationwide in 
Banbury on February 1. 

The court heard not only was Wardell 
a regular customer at the branch, he 
had no previous convictions. 

Jane Brady, prosecuting, said: "He 
said 'do you want to see something cool?' 

'"Do you have CCTV in the room?' She said no there 
wasn't. 

"He took out of his bag a handgun and pointed it at 
Leanne." 

Ms Brady said: "All she could think about was this man 
was going to kill her. 

"She said 'I hope it is not real.' He said 'no it is not' and 
put it in the bag." 

Wardell got the gun out again and played with it on Ms 
Dalby's desk as she was on the phone, before putting it 
away. 

Ms Brady added: "She states throughout 
the whole incident she felt fearful for her 
life." 

Ms Dalby called the police and Wardell 
was arrested. 

The act was described as a "bizarre joke" 
by Judge Mary Jane Mowat, but there was 
no explanation in court of why he did it 
other than he thought it would be funny. 

Daren Samat, defending, said: "Of 
course he acknowledges it was inappropri¬ 
ate. 

"A joke perhaps that went too far. He had 



Mr Samat added: "He accepts there would have been 
knock-on effects. 

"He thought that he was being amusing when in fact 
the contrary was true." 

Judge Mowat said Wardell's actions were "criminally 
stupid" and said: "It is a very bizarre story." 

She said: "This was nevertheless a very frightening inci¬ 
dent for Leanne Dalby. 

"I hope the defendant now realis¬ 
es you cannot joke with an imitation 
firearm - especially in a bank. You 
saw it as a joke. 

"She wasn't quite sure what to 
make of it and she understandably 
was very frightened about what you 
were doing. 

"She dealt with it extremely sensi¬ 
bly and level-headedly and she is to 
be commended for that. 


"But you did, I think, see it is a bizarre joke and did not 
intend the effect it had." 

Wardell was given a 12-month community order and 
told to pay £100 court costs within 28 days. He was also 
ordered to complete 150 hours of unpaid work. 

A not guilty verdict was returned for possessing an imi¬ 
tation firearm with intent to cause fear of violence, which 
had been denied by Wardell.

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■ Road recycling scheme saves council cash 

'Dangerous' 
tar is reused 


HARMFUL tar from 
Oxfordshire's roads is being 
recycled, remixed and relaid to 
save cash - and the 
environment. 

The use of the carcinogenic 
material was banned in the 1980s, 
but tonnes of it still lies on the 
surfaces of the county's roads. 

The county council isn't allowed 
to put tar into landfill, but it is 
recycling it and putting it down 
under new layers of other material 
as it resurfaces the road network. 

And it has saved £21 7,000 so far 
by reusing materials instead of 
bringing in new resources. 

The council's commercial 
director, Mark Kemp, said: "While 
all new roads are manufactured 
using bitumen, up until the mid-

1980s many of our roads used tar in 
their construction. Tar is now 
recognised as carcinogenic and so 
construction methods have to 
change to remove any risks when 
these materials are found during 
road maintenance. 

"Two techniques are available 
and both have been tested out in 
Oxfordshire as part of this year's 
programme." 

Bitumen is a substance similar to 
tar but does not have carcinogenic 
qualities. 

He added the "in-situ technique" 
recycled the material on site while 
the so-called "ex-situ technique" 
saw material containing tar removed 


from site, taken to a depot for 
recycling and then relaid elsewhere. 

And at a meeting of the council's 
growth and infrastructure 
committee, councillors praised the 
scheme. 

Workmen have to wear protective 
clothing when dealing with the 
materials, but people aren't 
ordinarily exposed to the dangers if 
they simply walk on the tar. 

The "in-situ technique" uses a 
machine which pulverises the 
pavement and foundation layers, 
and the loosened material is shaped 
and rolled before it is covered with 
a cement and pulverised fuel ash 
mixture before a new bitumen layer 
is added. 

The council said the process 
wouldn't lead to more roads being 
resurfaced, but it would save money.

OBITUARY: 'Exceptional' man fought inequality 


ALASTAIR White had a long¬ 
standing passion for helping the 
developing world that was 
shaped by his childhood in 
Kenya. 

Mr White, who has died from 
prostate cancer aged 71, 
worked as a consultant for inter¬ 
national development agencies. 

In 2010 he stood for 
Parliament as The Green Party 
candidate, a party he joined in 
2009. 

Born to Hilda, an art teacher, 
and Hugh, a science-fiction car¬ 
toonist, his childhood in Kenya 
"set the arc of his life" said 
friend John Haywood. 

He said: "Placed in an all- 


white boarding school, he ran 
away frequently to the bush. 

"It was on these escapes that 
he encountered the tribal peo¬ 
ple whose plight informed his 
view of the world as unfairly 
divided. He dedicated himself 
to improving the lives of the 
world's poorest and most social¬ 
ly deprived peoples." 

Mr White studied languages 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, 
where he met first wife, Ljiljana. 

His PhD was on urban pover¬ 
ty in El Salvador, where he met 
his second wife, Rita. 

A long-standing consultant 
with the European Union, he 
worked in the country to find

ways to reconstruct society and 
safeguard democracy. 

Mr White previously worked 
as a sociology lecturer at 


Sterling University and the 
University of Sussex. 

Mr Haywood said: "He was 
resolved that aid must be direct¬ 
ed towards projects which are 
sustainable by local people and 
be part of a long-term process 
for reducing social inequality. 

"This view frequently brought 
him into conflict with the aid 
agencies for which he was work¬ 
ing." 

He lived in Banbury from 
1984 and in Kidlington from 
2000. 

During his election campaign 
- where he polled 959 votes - 
Mr White railed against inequal¬ 
ity, saying humanity "must 


reverse this race to the bottom". 

Mr Haywood, a former neigh¬ 
bour, said: "Alastair was an 
exceptional man; modest; gen¬ 
erous with his extensive knowl¬ 
edge; always able to describe 
the most complex global geopo¬ 
litical issues with incisive analy¬ 
sis. He treated individuals with 
total respect, and he loved the 
company of his children. He 
also made a point of never miss¬ 
ing Match of the Day." 

Mr White - who died on 
November 15 - leaves five chil¬ 
dren and three grandchildren. 

A service was held at Westmill 
Woodland Burial Ground on 
November 26.

Jennifer Hume

A GRANDMOTHER from 
Banbury, who was found with a 
knife in her head in a blood-splat¬ 
tered caravan, suffered "the most 
brutal attack imaginable". 

His face covered in blood, Stewart 
Dale was arrested by police outside 
his static home in Horspath in the 
early hours of Friday, May 18. 

Inside the 28-year-old's home was 
the body of 55-year-old Jennifer 
Hume. 

A knife was embedded in her head 
when police found her, a court heard 
on Monday. 

Dale admits killing Ms Hume - who 
lived at Hamel Walk, Oxford, but who 
was originally from Banbury - but 
denies murder. His trial is expected to 
end early next week. 

Ann Evans, prosecuting, told the 
jury at Guildford Crown Court that 
Dale had killed Ms Hume with 
weapons including a light fitting and a 
baseball bat after she squeezed his 
genitals when they were in bed 
together. 

She said: "You may well think when 
you hear the evidence in this case that 
this was the most brutal attack 
imaginable.

"Not content on simply killing her, 
he used various implements to beat 
her and then left her for dead." 

Dale and Ms Hume had been drink¬ 
ing whiskey and red wine with others 
at Oxford city centre pubs The 
Chequers and The Swan and Castle on 
Thursday, May 1 7. 

The pair took a taxi from Carfax to 
Dale's home in Prospect Park at about 
10.15pm. 

At about 1.45am Dale appeared at 
a neighbour's house with dried blood 
on his face and said he had killed 
someone, the prosecution said. 

After he was arrested he told police: 
"She deserved it," the court was told. 

Mrs Evans told the jury they would 
hear graphic evidence about the crime 
scene and Ms Hume's injuries. 

She said: "It is going to be the hard¬ 
est bit for you to bear during the 
course of this trial, because the feroc¬ 
ity of the attack on Jennifer Hume had 
left blood virtually everywhere." 

She said the blood found on Dale's 
clothes matched Ms Hume's. 

And she said in a police interview 


Dale, who made money doing odd 
jobs for people, had admitted enjoy¬ 
ing the attack. 

She said: "He said he wasn't even 
angry but agreed he was possibly 
getting a buzz out of what he was 
doing. 

"He said at one point he was enjoy¬ 
ing what he was doing, enjoying 
trying to make as much damage as 
possible. 

"He wanted to cut her wrist off and 
what had gone through his head was 
to cut her head off. 

"Suffice to say because of the 
severity of the injuries she had to be 
identified by fingerprints rather than 
by the more usual method of getting 
loved ones to identify the body." 

Dale's defence is he suffered from a 
loss of control after Ms Hume grabbed 
his private parts when he was "too 
drunk" to have sex with her. 

But Mrs Evans told the jury of nine 
men and three women: "Can you 
imagine reacting the way he did? 

"The Crown say there is no person 
on earth who could consider reacting 
that way and admit afterwards that he 
quite enjoyed it, is there?" 

The trial continues. 


High Court hears rail link protesters 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting Government pro¬ 
posals to build a high-speed rail link that 
would cut through Oxfordshire have taken 
their case to the High Court. 

The London-Birmingham link would cut 
across north-east Oxfordshire near 
Finmere, close to the Northamptonshire 
border. Five separate legal challenges to the 
Government's £33bn HS2 project were 
being heard this week in the High Court. 

The series of hearings will look at allega¬ 
tions the Government failed to consult 
properly and based its approval for the line 
on inadequate environmental information. 


Conservative-controlled Cherwell 
District Council is among 18 local authori¬ 
ties that form the 51m group to challenge 
the plans. 

Cherwell's lead member for planning, 
Michael Gibbard, said: "Cherwell was one 
of the first authorities to oppose this colos¬ 
sal white elephant. It is unfortunate we 
have had to take this step, but we maintain 
that this scheme is fundamentally flawed." 

Mark Barton, of pressure group VoxOpp, 
Village of Oxfordshire Opposed to HS2, 
said: "We want to have the consultation re¬ 
done properly so it conforms with the law, 


and we get proper proposals, a proper envi¬ 
ronmental impact assessment and proper 
consideration to all routes." 

A Department for Transport spokesman 
said: "HS2 will bring cities closer together, 
drive regeneration, tackle overcrowding 
and stimulate economic growth. 

"While it would not be appropriate to 
comment on the specific claims, the 
Government is confident that the decisions 
on HS2 have been taken lawfully and fairly 
and it is vigorously defending these legal 
challenges." 

A final decision is expected in January.

The CCTV image shows the man 
taking a 3ft-high Guide Dogs 
collection box from Bicester North 
Station. 

The boxes, which raise funds to 
provide mobility for people who 
are blind and partially sighted, were 
taken between Friday, November 9, 
and Tuesday, November 13, from 
Banbury and Bicester stations. 

British Transport Police 
investigating officer Gary Archer 


said: "Around 3.50am on Friday, 
November 9, CCTV captured a man 
entering Bicester North station 
before removing two collection 
boxes." 

A box was also taken from 
Banbury station sometime between 
Friday, November 9, and Tuesday, 
November 13. 

Mr Archer added: "This is a sad 
case that has seen charity boxes 
taken from a public space. These 
callous thefts are simply 
unacceptable and when the victim 
is a charity, it makes the thefts 
particularly heinous." 

Graham Kensett, mobility team 


manager for Guide Dogs, said: 

"This was a particularly heartless 
crime as the money that was stolen 
was given to Guide Dogs by the 
public to help blind and partially- 
sighted people. 

"We rely on donations to fund 
our work which transforms the lives 
of thousands of people who are 
living with sight loss." 

It is not known how much was in 
the charity boxes, but there could 
have been up to £300 in each.

Free parking 
is backed by 
town traders

TRADERS say free parking has 
given Banbury a shot in the arm 
and said it backed calls for a 
year-round offer. 

Cherwell District Council began 
six weeks of free parking in its car 
parks on Saturday, Sunday and 
Mondays last week. 

The council said car parks were 
85 to 90 per cent full over the first 
three days. 

More than 2,000 shoppers have 
signed a traders' petition calling on 
free parking for three hours through¬ 
out the year. 

But the cash-strapped authority 
has ruled out further concessions, 
saying this would be too costly. 

Carol Munday, manager at Jane 
Shilton shoe shop in Parsons Street, 
said: "The footfall was up on 
Saturday. 

"It would be good if it was carried 


on, it would make a massive differ¬ 
ence, it would stop people going out 
of town." 

Fay Bryan, of nearby Kt-Lu's bou¬ 
tique, said: "I have had a few people 
say they have come in and spent 
more because they haven't had to 
pay to park. It has been a good 
weekend." 

A year-round concession is vital, 
she said, adding: "I would say it has 
made a difference, more so probably 
on Monday." 

Wayne Kennedy, who runs 
Church Lane gift shop Fifth Corner, 
said shoppers were "filtering down" 
to the area by parking in North Bar. 

He said: "If they want revenue to 
come back to the High Street they 
are going to have to put free parking 
in. That is the simple fact." 

Malcolm Douglas, who runs 
menswear shop Henry's in High 
Street, said: "The town was very 
busy on Saturday. 

"it makes a huge difference. It 


should be permanent and it should 
be the whole time. The pressure is 
there - I am hopeful." 

But Peter Buggins, manager at 
Arthur Witcher menswear in Parsons 
Street, said it had not helped sales. 

He said: "I don't know why not, 1 
did expect it to be a success." 

Deputy council leader George 
Reynolds has said the authority will 
lose £100,000 it would have got 
from charges during the six weeks. 

He was not available for com¬ 
ment, but said in October: "We are 
aware that there are calls for a more 
sustained offer of free parking. This is 
just not feasible at the moment." 

Parking is free in Market Place, 
Horsefair, Calthorpe Street, South 
Bar, North Bar, The Mill, 
Chamberlaine Court, Riverside and 
Windsor Street. 

Parking is not free at Compton 
Road and Spiceball as these are 
enforced but not run by the council. 

The offer will finish on January 7.

■ The new Thames Valley 
crime commissioner sets 
out his top priorities list 


NEW police commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld has said 
he cannot guarantee crime 
will not rise under his 
regime. 

The Conservative said there 
were too many factors outside of 
Thames Valley Police's control, 
but promised he would do all he 
could to prevent and solve more 
crime. The 66-year-old was 
elected the force's first police 
and crime commissioner on 
November 15. He will be paid 
an £85,000 salary to oversee the 
force's budget and priorities. 

PCCs were elected across the 
country in a Government bid to 
make the police more 
accountable. 

Mr Stansfeld said that after his 
first year in office, he hoped 
people would feel safer and 
more criminals would be being 
prosecuted. 

But he warned crime rates 
would depend not only on 
police performance, but factors 
ranging from a growing 
population, to which criminals 
were in or out of prison, and 
licensing laws. 

He said: "A lot of it is not 
directly in the control of police. 
You can never promise anything 
in the future that you don't have 
complete control over yourself. 

"I know from the police point 
of view we will be doing our 
best to reduce crime." 

He added: "I hope burglaries 
continue to go down. I hope 
metal theft and rural crime goes 
down. I hope people are

confident that vulnerable people 
are being looked after better. 

"But one thing people have to 
realise is that the police are only 
one part of reducing crime." 

Mr Stansfeld said: "It's a well- 
run force financially. The 
necessary cuts have been made 
and, in fact, performance has 
increased." 

But he said detection rates - 
the proportion of crimes that end 
up with a charge or conviction - 
needed to increase. 

He added: "They were hugely 
improved last year and one of 
my key aims is to ensure that 
improvement continues." 

The former Army man said his 
top crime-fighting priorities for 
Oxfordshire were home 
burglaries, the exploitation of 
vulnerable people, antisocial 
behaviour, metal theft and rural 
crime. 

He also said he wanted to 
visit every council and police 
area within the first four months. 

And he said: "I would like to 
get to know every unit within 
the police force. I would like to 
be confident that everything 
that can be done realistically to 
reduce crime is being done." 

He added: "I cannot tell the 
police how to do their jobs but 
what I can do is make sure they 
are aware of the priorities. 

"I will do my best to make 
sure they have the resources to 
tackle them but I am not here to 
tell them how to catch burglars."

A HOLLYWOOD 
screenwriter with 
crippling creative block 
finds inspiration in the most 
unlikely places in Martin 
McDonagh's twisted black 
comedy that builds on the 
promise of In Bruges. 

Like that impressive 2008 debut, 
Seven Psychopaths balances giggles, 
gore and giddiness, spattering the 
screen with lashings of crimson 
blood. 

Most scenes of carnage unfold in 
flashback as figments of the lead 
character's febrile imagination: a 
vengeful father slits his throat with a 
razor, a monk sets himself alight to 
make a forceful political statement. 

London-born writer-director 
McDonagh isn't afraid to sacrifice 
some of his most likeable and 
sympathetic creations, and he pokes 
glorious fun at the film industry 
when his hard-drinking hero 
suggests a spot of animal cruelty in 
his script. 

"You can't let the animals die in a 
movie. Just the women," observes 
his best friend, tongue wedged 
firmly in cheek. 

The paucity of detailed female 
protagonists in McDonagh's film 
suggests that this might not be a 


joke after all. Booze-swilling Irish 
scribe Marty (Colin Farrell) has 
reached an impasse with a script 
called Seven Psychopaths , much to 
the chagrin of his long-suffering 
girlfriend Kaya (Abbie Cornish). 

"I got the title - I just haven't 
been able to come up with all the 
psychopaths yet," Marty tells best 
friend Billy (Sam Rockwell), a 
jobbing actor who is involved in a 
dog-napping scam with elderly 
associate Hans (Christopher 
Walken). 

Billy places a newspaper advert 
asking bona fide psychopaths to 
share their life stories with Marty, 
and mad man Zachariah (Tom 
Waits) answers the call. 

In return for sharing his grisly 
past, Zachariah asks Marty to 
include a message to his 
accomplice during the film's credits, 
jesting that he will kill the 
screenwriter if the declaration is cut 
out. 

Meanwhile, Billy and Hans 
kidnap a shih tzu called Bonny, 
unaware the pooch is the pride and 
joy of sadistic gangster Charlie 
Costello (Woody Harrelson). 

When Charlie discovers that the 
four-legged object of his affections 
has been abducted from dog walker 
Sharice (Gabourey Sidibe), 
retribution is swift and brutal. 

Billy appears remarkably calm 
about his predicament. 

"This dog is my Patty Hearst," he 
quips, "except I'm not going to bag 
it, keep it in a closet, and make it 
rob a bank."

twin-turbo power

THE car in the picture might look 
like every other Vauxhall Insignia on 
the road, but it is anything but a 
normal Mr Nice Guy. 

Only a discreet badge on the rear 
gives a clue that under the bonnet 
lurks Vauxhall's most powerful 
diesel engine. Producing 195 horse¬ 
power, a huge amount of pulling 
power and remarkably low carbon 
dioxide emissions, the German-built 
Insignia BiTurbo's power plant is a 
truly potent package. 

The twin-sequential turbocharged 
diesel is based on the existing 
2.0-litre engine unit which powers 
models in the Insignia, Astra and 
new Zafira Tourer range. 

But in BiTurbo form the engine 
produces up to an extra 35 horse¬ 
power, much more pulling power 
and a quicker sprint off the line. 

But thanks to a package of eco 
features — including standard 
Start/Stop across the range — the 
test model's fuel consumption bet¬ 
ters that of the single-turbo 2.0 CDTi 
model, by more than 2mpg. The cut 
in emissions also means that this 
large car comes free of vehicle 
excise duty in the first year and £95 
a year after that. 

Matching the increase in power, 
Vauxhall has fitted its FlexRide 
adaptive damping system as stan¬ 
dard on all Insignia BiTurbos. The 


system reacts within milliseconds to 
driver inputs and can 'learn' how 
the car is being driven and adapt 
damper settings accordingly. Drivers 
can also select Tour and Sport but¬ 
tons, and separately configure the 
throttle, steering and damper set¬ 
tings in sport mode. 

In common with other models in 
the Insignia range, the BiTurbo has 
the option of Vauxhall's £750 front 
camera system, with a clever traffic 
sign recognition system. It uses a 
small camera, positioned inside the 
car's windscreen, which reads and 
memorises both speed warning and 
no-overtaking signs, and flashes up 
the signs on the instrument panel. 

The system also has a built-in lane 
departure warning, warning you if 
you unintentionally leave a lane. 

The test car also came with adap¬ 
tive cruise control, which allows you 
to maintain a set distance from the 
vehicle in front. 



Wheelsanckleals 


I HYUNDAI is planning an entry-level 
Veloster Turbo targeted at a list price of 
less than £20,000. A version called the 
Turbo SE (Special Equipment) recently 
went on sale for £21,995, fitted as 
standard with a huge kit list that 
includes leather seats, climate control, 
satnav and 18-in two-tone alloy wheels. 
However, a Hyundai UK insider has 
revealed that a new version of the '1 +2- 
door' car is on the way, with some of 
the Turbo SE's kit removed, such as 
satellite navigation and leather seats, 
and a list price at least £2,000 lower. 


KIA'S high-value sports utility vehicle, the 
Sorento, has undergone substantial 
revisions and is available to order in UK 
dealerships. In a simplified range, all 
models now have permanent all-wheel 
drive system and are powered by a 
revised version of Kia's 2.2-litre CRDi 
turbodiesel engine. It has an all-new 
platform and major changes have been 
made to the suspension, steering and 
brakes. Prices start at £26,495 for the 
KX-1 2.2 CRDi, rising to £35,095 for the 
KX-3 2.2 CRDi.

The test car also rode on an £870 
optional set of 20-inch, five twin- 
spoke alloy wheels and was fitted 
with a £1,200 satnav system using a 
seven-inch colour monitor, linked to 
a traffic alert system and seven- 
speaker hi-fi system. The BiTurbo is 
available with a choice of five-door 
hatch and Sports Tourer models in 
SRi, SRi Vx-line and Elite trims, with 
prices from just over £27,000. 


Fuetsavingscene 


£12,998.46 could be record garage bill 


OWNERS of performance and 
prestige cars pay twice as 
much to repair their cars as 
drivers of more regular 
runabouts and can be faced 
with bills of up to £13,000, 
researchers said. 

According to a survey by Warranty 
Direct, the average cost of a 
breakdown across its 50,000 
live policies is £325.25, but a 
study of the claims paid in the 
last 12 months on prestige 
vehicles reveals an average bill 
of nearly £635. 

In one extreme case identified by 
the study, the owner of a Range 
Rover Vogue was presented 
with what could be the UK's 
biggest garage bill - 
£12,998.46. Managing director 


at Warranty Direct, Duncan 
McClure Fisher, says: "Owners 
of luxury or sports cars are, by 
definition, able to afford 
something a bit less ordinary 
than the everyday runabouts. 

"But, in reality, who can really 
afford bills that run into several 
thousands to repair their car?" 

In the case of the Range Rover 
Vogue owner, the massive bill 
was caused by the failure of 
faulty injectors and a turbo 
unit. After the engine had been 
stripped, a process that takes 
22 hours of labour, the 
diagnosis demanded a 
complete engine replacement, 
along with a new turbo. 

Elsewhere, among the most 
extreme claims handled by 


Warranty Direct in the last 
year, one motorist faced paying 
£10,170.40 to replace the 
cylinder block in his BMW 740i 
Sport, while an engine failure 
landed an Audi QuattroTDI 
driver with an unwanted cost 
of £9,016.45. 

Meanwhile, Volkswagen has 
previewed an SUV concept 
based on its smallest platform, 
which underpins the Up city 
car. The Taigun, which may or 
may not intentionally be an 
anagram of Tiguan, one of 
Volkswagen's existing SUV 
models, is just 3.86 metres 
long, 1.73 metres wide and is 
designed purely for urban 
environments. Production is 
almost a certainty.
